When Sadat spoke in the Knesset 
he did not use that word, which 
has long since lost any 
significance in international 
relations; fortunately, no expert 
suggested dismissing Sadat's 
offer this time on purely 
etymological grounds. 

But perhaps the most puzzling 
of Sadat's decisions for the Israeli 
public was his determination to go 
to war In 1978, The contradiction 
between his professed intentions 
and the act of going to war seemed 
80 overwhelming that hardly

anyone paid attention to his offer 
on October 16 — while the war was 
atill raging — to convene a peace 
conference. Yet in retrospect it 
cannot be denied that the October 
war marked the point of transition 
from hostile immobflism to the 
dynamles of the peace-making 
process. 

Sadat's policies looked far more 
lJogical to Arab observers. His 
February 1971 statement was im- 
mediately denounced by Syria, 
Jordan and fhe PLO as relin- 
quishing the Arab fight against 


. Israel. The fact that no territory 


except the Sinal was mentioned in 
the now half-forgotten Jarring 
document, and. that the Palesti-. 
nian problem was formulated in 
terms pointing to a compromise 
which was aa uncceptable to Jor- 
dan as it was to the Palestinians, 
‘was sufficient for the. Arabs to 
draw final conclusions about 
Egypt's new direction.

; If Israel's trust in Sadat had 


matched Arab distrust of him, 
Perhaps peace would have been 
easier to reach, But several yeara 
had to clapge before this could be 
contemplated in practical terms. 


If THE Camp David accords in- 
deed produce a peace treaty 
between Egypt and Israel in the 
expected period, Egypt will 
thereby terminate a tortuous 
elght-year march to a new era in 
ita history. It is very tempting to 
describe this new era in terms 
that stress the economic advan- 
tages that might be expected in 
Egypt. The emphasis In the Inter- 
nal peace campaign that Is being 
conducted in Egypt is clearly on 
this aspect, and measures to 
facilitate the implementation of a 
Peace economy are to be expected 
soon after the new government 
settles down. But it would be 
wrong to consider Egyptian cx- 
pectations only in these terms. 

Egypt is certainly not going to 
secede from the Arab world; nor 
with it abandon its traditional am- 
bition to offer Its leadership. Now 
that stability ia Egypt's foremost 
goal, cordial relationships with 
the "rejection and defiance" 
countries will eventually have to 
be cstablished. But this will de- 
pend entirely on Egypt's ability to 
persuade Israel to accept the prin- 
elple of self-determination for the 
Palestinians, 

Thus, it is to be expected that 
the Palestinian problem wil} 
engage both Israel and Egypt con- 
siderably, and as Jong ag it is not 
solved inter-Arab and Arab- 
Israeli relations will continue to 
be tenuous. Sadat will certainly 
need ail his ingenuity and tenacity 
to ensure progress towards that 
goal without jeopardizing his new 
relatlonship with 16.868]. 

Stability for Egypt and the Mid- 
dle Hast generally requires not 
only friendly inter-Arab relations 
but also some kind of regional ac- 
cord that makes the area as a 
whole immune to Soviet 
manipulation. Dgypt seems par- 
ticularly well placed to contribute 
to this immunity, placed as it is 
next to Sudan and Libya. If Libya 
were pulled out of the radical 
camp, most of North Africa would 
turn into a region run by moderate 
governments inclined to close 
cooperation with the West. 

Similarly, by giving greater 
attention to the Sudan and its 
southern borders, Egypt can help 
to pacify such trouble-spots as 
Ethiopia and the Horn of Africa, 
That General Numelry's support 
for Sadat's policies is largely baa- 
ed on such expectations seems all 
too obvious, And although {t does 
not seem likely that Sadat will be 
inclined to revive Nasser's policy 
of active military intervention in 
adjacent countries, Egypt can 
still exercise considerable in- 
fluence in East Africa once its ac- 
tive involvement in the Middle 
East diminishes. 

President Sadat haa. not 
proclaimed a grand design for his 
country beyond that of enjoying 
peace and prosperity once a 
settlement is achieved. But being 
‘the head of the largest Arab na- 
tion, and knowing the great poten- 
tial of Egypt, who knows where his 


attention will turn once his. 


priorities’ are rearranged. It

E PRAYERS out of my

of one's fellow-man are answered 
first. ‘Prayer that ia not on behalf 
of the community is not prayer," 
Rabbi Pinkas of Koretz said. 

Yes, it was all so simple and 
gratifying. Prayer was meant to 
engage Man and God in eternal 
dialogue. Thanks to prayer we 
know that God 15 present. Hence, 
that everything is possible and 
meaningful. Thanks to prayer 
God dwells among his creatures; 
thanks to prayer Man ascends into 
Heaven. Take away prayer from 
our people and you will have 
silenced ita soul. 

As in other traditions, prayer in 
Judaism responds to a need — to 
‘Man's need to understand and be 
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understood, to speak and to be 
heard, to sing, to believe, to 
remember, to share, to dream and 
to worship. Prayer stems from the 
need to go under in order to 
emerge again more serene than 
before — atoned and purified. 
Man wants to justify good and evil 
in the present; he needs to glorify 
hig ordeal] and then weep over it. 
Man cannot hold back too long; at 
one polnt he must let go — and he 
does so in prayer which then 
becomes a mode of liberation.” 


It 1g possible to live without hope 


and perhaps without truth — but 
not without prayer which is a 
quest for both. Prayer then means 
impulse, movement — inward and 
outward — movement toward 
God, movement toward His 
creatures — to become one with 
Him, one with them. Prayer 
means being alive — moving 
toward life. ; 
For prayer is basically, and in 
the fullest sense, an act of faith. 
Faith in God and in history — in 
God as Lord of History and 
therefore just and not only 
almighty and compassionate. 
Without faith prayer approaches 
parody. To pray means to be able 
to measure what ane has and what 
one lacks, what one js and what 


one wishes to be; to accept what 
one is given and give it back. 
Without this ability, Man is 
deprived of an essential dimen- 
sion. To be closed to prayer |s 
more punishment than sin. For 
prayer may contain its own 
reward. To pray is to break 
through solitude, through fear of 
solitude. Prayer ia a remedy for 
solitude even more than for 
sadness and torture. Had Hlisha 
ben Avuya chosen Jewish prayers 
even while rejecting Jewish 
philosophy, his fate would have 
been less tragic. In another cen- 
tury, and on another level, {t was 
prayer that saved Franz 
Rosenzweig and moved him to 
return to his people. ᾿ 


A JEW who prays, ΕΘΗ himself to 
the collective body of the Jewlsh 
peopis. That is why communal 
prayer is stressed jn Judaism. 
The Icneliest Jew ceases to be 
lonely the moment he joing a mi- 
nyan. The fact that he fs saying 
prayers that other Jews, 
elsewhere, are reciting to com- 
memorate the same occasion is a 
source of atrength. He {a no longer 
alone, his voice Is not lost in emp- 
tineas. The fact that, for centuries 
and centuries, millions and 


our civilization is bankrupt: it lost 
its fervour, Its sense of adoration, 
ita abillty to worship. 

Yet the need is there, though It 
ia no lofiger simple to fill it, The 
Talmudic saying: ‘'After the 


" deBtruction of the Temple, the 
" Gates of Prayer were sealed’ 


applies more to the present than 
to the distant past. We have 
known the taste both of ashes and 
of wine — and hoth experiences Iie 
. beyond words: no lament would 
be sombre enough, no Πα δὶ ex- 
ulting enough. We have seen what 
no one before waa privileged to 
sea: the Temple in flames and the 
survivors undertaking to rebuild 
it. In the face of so many tears, 80 
much courage and determination, 
one feels impotent and humble, 
too humble to judge or even to 
react. 


WHAT IS TRUE in literature is 
true in liturgy as weil. In 
literature the failure seems total. 
Among the hundreds of volumes 
devoted, to the two themes that 
curse and bless our generation, 
- none does thom justice, which is 
only natural. The two events, by 
thelr sheer magnitude, transcend 
imagination and defy perception. 
No artistic endeavour could even 
begin to reflect the despair ac- 
cumulated in the ghettos and the 
pride and glory that ensued. No 
poet, unless he is mad, could even 
begin to reveal what Hes at the 
core of his madness. Auschwitz 
and) Jerusalem: the two 
mysteries hinting δὲ the same 
truth — but man is too weak to 
comprehend such truth. Once 
upon a time, artistic imagination 
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preceded reality, now it follows It 
at a great distance, as though 
ashamed, defeated. 


IN LITURGY, too, one ia over- 
come by helplessness. The existing 
Prayers sound inadequate or, to 
uge a modern cliché, Irrelevant. 
How ΙΒ one to proclaim and extol 
Divine justice, Divine mercy in 
the century of Majdanek and 
Treblinka? 

It must be either-or. Either we 
assume that prayer, though 
-| timeless, Is relevant to every man 
and his needs, or we see in it an 
abstraction of the mind, 4 luxury 
of the spirit. We Jews naturally 
believe the former to be true. How 
then can we pronounce words that 
‘| have been denied before our own 
eyes? 

In other words: how is one to 
pray after what happened? How is 
1 one to address God when His ways 
seem more obscure than ever, His 
mercy more hidden than ever? 

Don't tell us that God had 
nothing to do with these events. 
That [8 a view that runs counter to 
whatever Judaism stands for. God 
[8 Involved in man's destiny — 
good or bad. To thank him for 
Jerusalem and not question him 
for Treblinka is hypoeriay. God is 
at the beginning as well as at the 
outcome of all our endeavours. He 
{ag the question and He is the 
answer. Hence the treacherous 
trap confronting man: just as one 
cannot conceive of Auschwitz with 
God, one cannot comprehend it 
without God. Thus — how {g one to 
worship Him, how is une not to 
worship Him? Is one to Pray to 
Him as before — ag though 
nothing ever happened? Would 
that not be cowardice — doag he 
want our cowardice? 

Here we are again at the very 
heart of the problem. 

For the non-believer, the whole 
question seema academic. That ig 
why the drama of the believer 
seems more terrifying, his tor- 
ment more human. Faced with 
the immense scandal that ig the 
Holocaust, what should be — what 
could be — his position? What can 
he say? : 

Hia options are limited. He 
could rebel. And stop practising — 
stop worshipping. And no one 
would have the right to reprimand 
him. The Jewish tradition, alone 
among all others, allows man to 
Protest ogainst Heaven. From 
Abraham to Moses, from 
Jeremiah to Rabbi Levi Yitzhak 
of Berditchev, they were many 
who questioned God and His 
peculiar presence in history. For 
Contemporary Man to shout with 
anger fs not incompatible with our 
tradition, Today too, one can 
Choose rebellion and remain 
within Judaism. 

But one's rebellion must be con- 
stant, meaning: it must be renew- 
ed, re-examined, reaffirmed day 
after day, night after night. One 
must live one's rebellion and not 
let it slide into indifference. .One 
must say again and again: Ribono 
shel olam T know and you know 
that it's time to Pray...but I will” 
not, do you hear me? I will not! 
Whoever opts for such an attitude 
and does s0 with sincerity, well, 
his no becomes a yes, and hig 
‘refusal of Prayer becomes prayer. 

One might also continue to pray 
1 {— 85. before — forcing God to 

resemble His attributes, As the 
Kotzker Rebbe sald: One im- 
Plores God our father, one im. 
L{ Plores Him until he becomes our 

father, One calls htm merciful un- 
ti He becomes Mmereiful. This at. 
titude implies, paradoxically, the 
notion that He is not, — 
! ῬΤΑΥ͂ΘΕ. ἔῃ θῇ becomes a form of 
Protest..And defiance. One calls 


' Thought at Bar-Tian University. 


Him loving — because He is 
something elze. Because He 7 
mitted bloodshed, one extola His 
justice. In other words: Prayer 
becomes a means of aanctilying 
his name in Spite of the Ἑ 
graves. And a means of Proclaim- 
ing His glory in Spite of the flames 
that consumed the night. In Spite 
of what has been done to Your peo. 
ple, we believe in You, we Praise 
You. 

The problem @ppears even 
more disturbing when we discover 
how it was handled by Jews dur 
ing the Catastrophe, inalde the 
ghettos, within the fiery walls, 

One of the most poignant 
mysteries of that Period ig con. 
tained In the religious response of 
religious Jews who risked their 
lives continuing to observe as 
many commandments of the Tora 
ΒΒ possible. Some fasted on Yom 
Kippur and refused to eat bread 
on Pessah. Some managed never 
to eat taref. 

Never before did God and Man 
confront one another as they did 
over there. Never before was 
either tested with such force. 
Never before has the outcome 
been as obscure, The great 
theological protest was enacted 
there but it contained no words of 
heresy. On the coutrary, in the 
words were those of acceptance 
and praise. In reciting Yiigadal 
veyitkadash shemay raba, there, 
at the edge of the ditches and the 
altars, those Jews succeeded in in- 
dicting the Almighty more Power- 
fully than ever before. 


18 THIS the solution? No ~ it can- 
not be. No one would dare today 
= repeat those words and those 
deeds: no one has the right or the 
strength to do so. We can only try 
te be worthy of what they tried to 
teach us, perhaps, to our shame, 
unsuccessfully. 

Remember the father — the 
orphaned father — in Shevet 
Yehuda? Having lost his wife, 
having witnessed the agony of his 
children, having lost hope, he ad- 
dresses himself to God: Master of 
the universe, I know what You 
want to achieve, I know You want 
to test me and my faith, You want 
to push me to the end, You want 
me to give up my faith in You. 
Well, I tell You right now: it's 
useless, You won't succeed, I shall 
never — never — cease to believe 
in You, You hear?! 

Is that the answer? That is the 
question. Is belief an art or ἃ 
necessity,-an expression of 
weakness or of strength? I 
proclaim that the pious Jew over 
there was stronger than his 
predecessors anywhere, stronger 
than the forces that crushed him, 
stronger than the forces that 
tested him. Τθοτο, he made the 
impossible possible. 

The Gaon of Vilna said that 
“Vesamahia behagecha” is the 
most difficult commandment in 
the Tora. I could never under- 
stand this puzzling remark. Only 
during the war did J understand: 
Those Jews who, in the course 
their journey to the end of hope 
managed to dance on ior 
Tore, those Jews who studio 
Talmud by heart while carrying 
stones on their back, those Se 
who went on whispering Shab! με 
songs while performing ΜΔ ᾿ 
labour — they taught us how ple 
should behave in face of atves! 
ty. For my contemporaries, Bia:

When 
Eliezer Greenberg and [ were 
working on our Treasury af Yid- 
divh Sturies, he said to me; 
“Singer has to be heard, to be 
believed." Behind the prose there 
19 always τὶ spoken voice, lense, 
Ironic, complex in tonallties, leap- 
ing past connectives. 

Greenberg then read to me, 
with a fluency and pith T could 
never capture in my own reading 
af Yiddish, Singer's masterpiece, 
(ἐμ με! the Pool, and 1 knew at 
guce -- It took no great powers of 
Judgment — that here was the 
yo. wark of a maater.

Singer's stories claim attention 
through their vivacity and 
strangeness of surface. He 15 
devoted to the grotesque, the 
demonic, the erotic, the guasi- 
mystical, He populates hig alien 
subworld with imps, devila, 
whores, fanatics, chartatana, 
spirits tn seizure, disciples of false 
messiaha. 

Orgiaatic lapses from the moral 
order, pacts with the Devil, 
ascetic self-punishment, dis- 
traughl sexuality occupy the 
foreground of Singer's stories. Yet 
behind this expreastonist clamour 
there is glimpsed the world of the 
shirt? as it atumbled and slept 
through the last few centurics,. 

Though Singer seldom portrays 
tt full-face, one must alwaya keep 
this world in mind while reading 
his storles: it forms the base from 
which he wanders, the norm from 
which he deviates, but which con- 
trols his deviation, And truly to 
hear these stories, one must have 
al least a splinter of knowledge 
aboul ihe culture from which 
Singer comes, the world he con- 
Unues to evoke as if it Were atill 
radiantly alive: the Hassidim stil! 
dancing, the rabbis still Ponder. 
Ing. the children still studying, the 
poor still hungering, as if it had 
not alt ended in ashes and death. 


ISAAC BASHEVIS SINGER wag 
born in Radzymin, Poland, in 
1904. Both his father and grand- 
father wore rabnia, in the tradl- 
ton of Hassidiam, a kind of 
ecstatic pletism, though on his 
mother's side’ the wHenegid or 
rationalist strain of Jewish boliet 
was ‘the stronger,

Controlling the oltler Singer's 
ficlion is the Jewish community, 
both as social framework and 
souree of values; his style, fluent, 
reluxed, and smooth, can be taken 
as αὶ model for cullivated modern 
Yiddish. 

The older brother repreaents 
that which 1.8. Singer learned 
from, struggled with, and then 
mostly left behind. In the Jewlsh 
world of Warsaw during the time 
Singer wag erowing up, ἃ deelsion 
to hecome a secular writer meant 
a painful conflict with family and 
eullure, a asymbolle break from 
the paths of tradition: “Ff eas a 
great shuck to (my parents). They 
cansidered all the secular (Yid- 
dix) ieriters to be heretics, atl 
πη Πρ ρα, They really tere ton, 
ast af them, Ta beeume a lterat 
wes lo them utmost as bad as 
becoming a meshumed, vne who 
forsakes the faith. My father used 
ta say that secular writers Uke

of view, he was right. Hiverybody 
tohn read such books sooner or 
later became a worldly man and 
forsook the traditions.

IN THOSE early years of the cen- 
tury, Warsaw was a lively if 
lroubled city, the main centre of 
Jewish cultural life. As he grew up 
In this feverish but immensely 
stimulating atmosphere, the 
young Singer carved out a path of 
his own. He was rot drawn to any 
of the Jewish movements: indeed, 
he has always been sceptical of the - 
political messianism which, as

WITHIN HIS limits, Singer is a 
genius. He has total command of 
his imagined world; he is original 
In hig use both of traditional 
Jewish materials and in his 
modernist attitude toward them; 
he provides a serious if enigmatic 
moral perspective; and he is a 
master of Yiddish prose. Yet 
there are times beet gad 
seems to be mired in his ow: 
originality, stories in which he dis- 
plays a weakness for self- 
imitation that is disconcerting. 
Second-rate writers imitate 
others, first-rate writers 
themselves, and it is not always 
clear which is more dangerous. 
One of the elements in the 
Jewish past that has moat 
fascinated Singer is the recurrent 
tendency to break loose from the 
burden of the Mosaic Law and, 
through the urging of will and 
ecstasy, declare an end to the 
Galut. Historically, this has taken 
the form of a series of Messianic 
movements, one led in the 17th 
century by Sabbatai Zevi and 
another in}the 18th by Jacob

He spoke for the 
tempting doctrine that faith fa suf- 
ficient for salvation: for the wish 
to evade the limits of mundane life 
by forcing a religious 
transcendence; for the union of 
erotic with mystical appetites; for 
the lure of a demonism which the 
very hopelessness of the Jewish 
situation rendered plausible, 

In 1666-86 Sabbatianism came to 
orgiastic climax, whole com- 
munities, out of a conviction that 
the Messiah was in sight, discard- 
ing the moral inhibitions of exile. 
Their hopes were soon brutally 
disappointed when Sabbatai, 
persecuted by the Turkish Sultan, 
converted to Islam. His followers 
were thrown Into confusion and 
despair, and a resurgent Rab- 
binism again took control over 
Jewish life. 

Nevertheless, Sabbatianism 
continued to lead an underground 
existence among the East Euro- 
pean Jews — even, I have been 
told by shieti survivors, in the late 
19th and early 20th century. 
It became a secret heretical cult 
celebrating Sabbata! as the 
apostate saviour who had heen re- 
qulred to descend to the depths of 
the world in order to achieve the 
heights of salvation. 


TO THIS BURIED strand of 
Jewish experience Singer has 
been drawn In fascination and 
repulsion, portraying its 
manifestations with great 


“vividness and its consequences 


with stern judgment. It is a kind of 
experience that rarely figures in 
traditional Yiddish writing, yet is 
a significant aspect of the Jewish 
ast. 

ῬΑ Yiddish’ eritle Shlomo 
Bickel has perceptively remarked 
that Singer's dominating principle 
is an “anti-Prometheanism,” a 
disbellef in the efficacy of striv- 
Ing, defiance, and pride, a doubt 
as to the sufficiency of knowledge 
or even wisdom. This seema true, 
but only [ἢ one remembers that in 
& good many ‘of Singer's fictions 
the central action does constitute 
a kind of Promethean ordeal or 
striving. Singer makes it abun- 
dantly clear that his characters 
have no choice: they must live out 
their desires, their orglastic yearn- 
ings, their apocalyptic expec- 
tations. “Anti-Prometheaniam" 
thus comes to rest upon a belief in 
the unavoidable recurrence of the 
Promethean urge. 


WHAT FINALLY concerns Singer. 


most is the possibilities for life 
that remain after the exhaustion 
of human effort, after failure and 
despair have come and gone. 
Singer watches his stricken 
figures from a certain distance, 
with enigmatic intent and no great 
outpouring of sympathy, almost 
as if to say that before such 
collapse neither judgment nor 
sympathy matters very much. 
Yet in all of his fictiona the 
Promethean effort recurs, 
obsessional, churning with new 
energy and delusion. In the 
knowledge that it will, that it must 
recur, there may also lie hidden a 
kind of pity, for that too we would 
expect, and learn to find, in the 
writer who created Gimpel.0

On Thursday, March 18, 1874, 
the man who had come to -be- 
Known a8 “the Shtetelmacher™:

AN UNFORGETTABLE EVENING IN A ROMANTIC ATMOSPHERE 


STROLLING down the West 
End's Shaftesbury Avenue after 
an absence of five years, reading 
all those familiar titles on the 
theatre marquees, I felt as if I had 
never heen away. There was No 
Sex Please, We Are English, a 
must for American tourists; 
Anthony Shaffer's diabolically in- 
tricate murder mystery Sleuth, 
running about 10 years now;

The sensation of the season is 
the musical Evita, which L did not 
see because none of my connce- 
tions in the London theatre world 
could help me get a couple of seats 
before December. The musical is, 
of course, based on the life of 
Evita Peron, and the story is told 
in straight terms, except for the 
remarks of the commentator, who 
is supposed to be Che Guevara.

AN ACTOR playing himeelf can 
be wonderfully effective, but only 
if he has the right seript. Which ja 
not the case with John Gielgud, 
now in his second year as Sir Noel 
Cunliffe, the eminently suave, 
beautifully tailored, malevolent 
gentleman scholar. Julian 
Mitchell's Half-Life at the Duke of 
York's is one of the many Gielgud 
vehicles written over the past 20 
years or so. The action takes place 
in the protagonist's elegant coun- 
try house, where a gourmet lunch 
is served to a circle of friends who 
are slowly dismembered by the 
unfailingly courteous host, a man 
about to die and anxious to settle 
accounts before he does. 

It is a well constructed play with 
flashes of sharp dialogue spokon 
by a consummately professional 
cast; but it fs all so predictable, 
even the gestures and postures of 
the protagonist who naturally 
holds the centre of the stage 
almost all the time.

Nothing that happened to Britain 
between 1939-1945 can compare 
with the collective destruction of 
the flower of its manhood in 1914- 
1914, under conditions almost too 
horrible to grasp. The Great War 
was also the last in which British 
and Commonwealth troops fought 
simply because they believed it 
was their duty to serve.

Kitchener was no intellectual 
and often used strong arm 
methods, but he kept his head ina 
crisis. It was he that pulled the 
miserable Sir John French 
together after Mons and the 
Marne (before sacking him later) 
and who saw the necessity for 
standing firm beside the hard- 
pressed French army. He was the 
man who had brought the Boer 
War to a successful military end 
(and he had tried to offer Bothaa 
reasonable settlement from the 
beginning). Above all, it was he 
who had avenged Gordon at Om- 
durman, securing Egypt and the 
Sudan and the Canal route to In- 
dia. It was in India that Kitchener 
first used his much repeated lac: 
tic. of threatening to resign; hia 
prestige was so immense that 
the Viceroy, Lord Curzon, could 
not risk accepting it. 

A Woolwich graduate, Kitchener 
began his career in Palestine, a8 
assistant in Conder's first Ord- 
nance Survey; he twice saved 
Conder from being killed by 
Arabs. They studied Hebrew and 
Arabic together and Kitchener 
was not only Palestine's first 
British Arabist but itd first 
photographer; his album went on 
sale in Britain. Kitchener was not 
a brillant field tactician, but he 
was a sound organizer, the firat 
British soldier to successfully deal 
with modern transport and supply 
problems. His real victory in the 
Sudan was in getting his army up 
the Nile and across the desert to 
Khartoum. Later, in 1916, he im- 
mediately saw the possibilities of 
the tank; he pressed a strategic 
bombing role and formation flying 
on the RFC before anyone δὶ 
considered the possibility. 

Kitchener inspired fear and ad- 
miration, respect and trust. He 
wag a life-long celibate, once. 
engaged to a pretty young Bn; 
girl in Cairo, who died before they 
could be married. His friends in 
Cairo were Jews and Greeks. Like 
another ex-general we know, he 
was essentially a loner, dedicat 
to his country and himself — 
to collecting porcelain ané 
archaeological finds.

It was at the 17th Zionist Con- 
gress, in 1931, that his hour came, 
when, at 32, he was appointed the 
head of the Political Department 
of the Jewish Agency, in effect 
foreign minister of the Yishuv and 
the Zionist movement. 

Intense personal charm and a 
deep admiration for the character 
of English life and Institutions 
made it easy for Arlosoroff to get 
along with the British administra- 
tion. His close personal relations 
with High Commissioner Sir 
Arthur “Wauchope — the mild, 
cultivated bachelor generally felt 


‘< 


to have been the British High 
Commissioner most sympathetic 
to the idea of ἃ Jewlsh National 
Home — played an important part 
in the smooth cooperation 
between the Mandatory power 
and the Ylshuv. 

Arlosoroff attached great im- 
portance to reaching a political 
understanding with the Arabs, 
both inside Palestine and beyond 
its borders. He initiated contacts 
with moderate Palestinian Arab 
leaders in the hope of at least 
lessening their opposition to the 
Zionist enterprise, and with the 
wily Emir Abdullah in Transjor- 
dan, with a view to facilitating 
Jewish settlement across the 
river and winning at least one 
Arab friend. 


‘TIRELESS and enthusiastic as he 
was in his administration of the 
Political Department, there were 
moments of black despair. In 
June 1932, exactly a year before 
his death, he set out his views on 
the present and future develop- 
ment of the national home in a 
remarkable seoret letter to Weiz- 
mann, who was deeply attached to 
his young protégé.

Yadin.
